Expenditures. 

Current  Maintenance  Expenses: 

The  same  appropriation  as  last  year,  $1,500,  is  recom- 
mended for  the  ensuing  year. 

Memorial  Day:  As  there  is  a  balance  of  $14.83  in  the 
treasury  on  this  account,  we  recommend  that  the 
appropriation  be  $25. 

Public  Library:  Appropriation  previous  year,  $100, 
recommended  for  ensuing  year,  $100. 

Highways  and  Bridges: 

During  the  past  year  we  found  it  necessary  to  replank 
all  of  our  bridges,  owing  to  the  heavy  traffic,  and 
we  recommend  that  the  town  appropriate  money 
for  one  cement  bridge  each  year.  For  highway 
maintenance  we  should  appropriate  at  least  $4,500, 
as  our  roads  should  receive  more  attention  than  in 
previous  years. 

Trunk  Line  Construction : 

Owing  to  labor  conditions,  we  have  done  no  trunk  line 
construction  for  the  past  two  years  and  the  last  two 
appropriations  are  still  in  the  treasury.  We  believe 
that  this  is  the  year  that  we  should  be  able  to  "start 
something"  on  this  work,  and  we  recommend  that 
the  usual  appropriation  be  made,  in  order  that  the 
Winnepesaukee  Road  may  be  built  as  rapidly  as  pos- 
sible. 

Our  state  and  county  taxes  amounted  to  $3,330.94  and 
this  year  they  will  no  doubt  be  still  higher. 

If  the  school  district  appropriations  are  kept  down  to 
one-third  less  than  last  year,  as  they  should  be,  our  total 


appropriations   can  be   kept  pretty  close  to  last   year's 
appropriations, 

We  cannot  see  how  our  present  assessed  valuation  of 
$984,661  can  be  increased  or  even  how  it  can  be  main- 
tained; therefore,  strict  economy  is  necessary  in  making 
appropriations.

SCHOOL  REPORT. 


Gii^OKD,  N.  H.  February  1,  1919. 

To  THE  School  Board  and  Citizens  op  Gilford  : 

I  have  again  the  privilege  to  present  to  you  for  consid- 
eration my  second  annual  report  upon  the  conditions  of 
the  schools  with  such  recommendations  as  I  believe  are 
needed  in  order  to  progress  with  the  times. 

Teachers. 

Never  in  the  history  of  the  present  generation  has  there 
been  such  a  shortage  of  qualified  teachers  as  the  past 
year.  As  mentioned  in  my  last  annual  report  it  was  the 
desire  of  your  superintendent  to  secure  only  experienced 
or  normal  trained  teachers.  In  order  to  do  this  we  were 
obliged  to  increase  the  salaries  of  our  teachers.  It  is 
generally  conceded  that  the  teachers'  salaries  should  be 
about  70  per  cent,  of  the  total  school  revenue.  At  present 
about  50  per  cent,  goes  for  this  purpose.  At  $450  per 
year,  the  salary  we  are  paying  some  of  the  teachers  means 
only  $8.50  for  52  weeks.  Board  and  room  cost  from  $5  to 
$6,  thus  one  can  see  that  the  remuneration  for  our  teach- 
ers is  still  very  small.  We  must  be  able  to  offer  $14  to 
$16  per  week  in  order  to  secure  graduates  from  our 
normal  schools,  otherwise  other  towns  will  receive  their 
services. 

School  Expenses. 

It  was  of  interest  to  me  and  I  am  sure  it  will  be  to  you 
to  compare  the  school  expenses  with  other  towns  in  the 
state  of  about  the  same  population  and  valuation.

From  the  above  statistics  one  can  see  that  the  school 
tax  rate  for  Gilford  is  below  the  average  and  the  salaries 
of  teachers  per  month  is  nearer  the  low  mark  than  the 
average  and  likewise  the  cost  per  pupil  is  $18.28  below 
the  average  of  the  above  towns. 

Repairs. 

The  schoolhouse  in  the  No.  4  district  has  been  shingled 
and  an  excellent  woodshed  at  No.  12  has  been  built.  This 
shed  has  two  separate  toilets  and  is  connected  with  the 
main  building.  There  is  room  for  three  cords  of  wood. 
The  old  shed  has  been  removed  and  in  the  spring  a  fence 
should  be  built  on  the  back  side  of  the  grounds.  The 
lighting  and  the  seating  at  No.  12  are  very  bad  and  must 
be  cared  for  the  coming  year.  As  this  is  one  of  the 
largest  schools  in  town  we  should  complete  the  repairs 
on  this  building.  The  policy  of  this  district  should  be  to 
finish  one  building  at  a  time. 
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Attendance. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  shows  a  slight 
decrease  over  last  year.  This  is  due  to  a  number  of  fam- 
ilies moving  into  larger  centers  for  war  work.  At  present 
we  have  registered  90  in  the  Gilford  schools.  Quite  a 
number  of  elementary  pupils  are  attending  the  Laconia 
schools.  The  tuitions  are  paid  by  their  parents  or  guar- 
dians. Questioned  absences  have  been  carefully  followed 
up  by  the  local  truant  officer.  The  attendance  in  some 
of  the  schools  was  much  higher  than  others.  From  the 
statistical  table  below  you  will  notice  the  per  cent,  of 
attendance  in  the  various  schools.  We  need  the  coop- 
eration of  parents  in  this  matter. 

School  Lunches. 

Until  within  a  few  years,  lunches  brought  to  school  by 
the  pupils  were  eaten  cold.  Many  who  did  that  are  enjoy- 
ing today  the  best  of  health,  while  others  are  not.  There- 
fore in  many  rural  schools  pupils  are  having  the  privilege 
under  the  direction  of  the  teacher,  of  eating  hot  soups  or 
cocoa,  along  with  the  regular  basket  lunch.  This  sug- 
gestion has  been  strongly  advocated  by  the  Department 
of  Public  Instruction.  I  recommend  that  this  plan  be 
tried  out  in  our  schools. 

Courses  of  Instruction. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  program  for  the  past 
year.  In  all  schools  we  are  following  the  State  Program. 
For  the  past  two  years  we  have  selected  the  third  curric- 
ulum, for  we  were  not  prepared  to  carry  out  all  the  sub- 
jects suggested  in  the  first  two  curricula,  such  as  the 
teaching  of  a  language,  a  science,  manual  training,  and 
domestic  arts. 
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Music  has  been  taught  very  efficiently  in  a  few  of  the 
schools.  This  seems  to  me  to  be  a  very  essential  asset  to 
one's  training  and  should  be  found  in  all  of  our  schools. 

Over  Age  Pupils. 

I  have  found  that  we  have  a  large  per  cent,  of  over-age 
pupils  in  the  grades.  For  example :  pupils  thirteen  years 
of  age  are  found  in  the  thi»d  and  fourth  grades.  Upon 
testing  them  for  their  general  knowledge  I  have  discov- 
ered that  it  is  not  the  fault  of  system  but  irregular  at- 
tendance, lack  of  home  training  and  interest,  and  in  many 
cases  the  health  of  the  child.  Here  again  the  teacher  and 
parent  must  work  in  close  cooperation.  Such  conditions 
ought  not  to  exist,  for  it  is  not  an  economic  proposition 
to  the  district. 

Medical  Inspection. 

At  the  last  district  meeting  it  was  voted  to  have  med- 
ical inspection.  It  was  thought  then  that  the  expense 
of  this  act  could  be  taken  from  the  regular  school  money 
but  later  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  ruled  that 
there  must  be  a  special  appropriation,  so  the  Board  de- 
cided that  nothing  could  be  done  this  year.  A  small 
amount  will  be  asked  for  to  carry  out  this  act,  for  no 
school  system  can  reach  its  highest  efficiency  without 
medical  inspection.  One  does  not  realize  what  a  large 
per  cent,  of  children  have  enlarged  tonsils,  adenoids, 
defective  teeth,  and  bad  hearing.  Many  parents  will 
immediately  rectify  these  conditions  when  the  fact  is 
called  to  their  attention.

General. 

The  village  school  has  not  been  opened  this  school  year 
for  there  were  only  three  pupils  in  the  district  who  would 
attend  this  school  and  so  they  have  been  transported  to 
No.  9.  Also  the  school  at  No.  1  was  closed  November  27 
for  there  were  only  three  pupils  remaining  in  the  dis- 
trict. 

The  superintendent  and  the  Board  of  Education  have 
met  every  month  during  the  school  year  and  at  that  time 
school  matters  were  thoroughly  discussed.  Visits  and 
conferences  have  taken  the  greater  part  of  the  superin- 
tendent's time  while  in  Gilford. 

In  June  Commencement  Exercises  were  held  at  the 
Town  Hall.  This  should  become  an  annual  affair.  Five 
of  the  graduates  are  attending  high  school.  Four  of  these 
at  Alton  and  one  at  Laconia.  The  graduates  were  Leslie 
Curtis,  Alfred  Smith,  Sadie  Emerson,  Harold  Eaton,  Jud- 
son Kennig,  Joseph  Robinson,  Mildred  Bartlett.

Possibly  some  may  ask  why,  in  the  table  above,  the 
list  of  teachers  for  the  fall  and  winter  term  is  not  given. 
It  is  the  desire  of  the  Legislature  that  the  administrative 
report  should  end  with  the  financial  one.
